The case is now on trial 
for the second time. The plaintiff was given 
a judgment for damages at the former 
trial, but the city was granted 
a rehearing by the court on tech- 
nical grounds. FT. F. Erwin’s damage 
suit against Lieutenant of Police J. A. Rod- 
gers for refusing him permission to see an at- 
torney while in confinement, resulted in a 
verdict tor the plaintiff. The verdict 
gives Erwin the full amount asked, 
$100, Which appears to be the maxi- 
mum sum allowed dy the statutes in 
such cases. Thecase was a very interesting 
one to attorneys owing tothe principle it in- 
volved, and the jury’s verdict was in accord- 
ance with the views entertained by prominent 
attorneys. Lieut. Rodgers’ counsel made 
the defense that he acted according 
to the orders of superior officers 
in refusing to allow the attorney to see Er- 
win, but the verdict in the case establishes 
the precedent that under mo circumstances 
may a prisoner be denied the right of confer- 
ring with counsel.

The Cost of Running a Twin-Screw Racer 


Across the Atlantic. 


From the New Tork Sun. 

What dees it cost to run a paiatial twin- 
screw racer across the Allantic? The ques- 
tioner was about to file the query away with 
a lot of other unsolved riddles of the sea, 
when he strolled into the office of the Ham 
burg-American Line. 
information which had been withheld at 
every other Office. Agent E. L. Boas disst 


pated, as well ashe wasable, the mystery 
that had enshrouded the little problem. 
A midsummer trip of the magnifi- 
cent Normannia was the theme of his caicu- 
lation. The Normannia is not quite as big as 
the twin-screw beats ef the White Star and 
Inman lines, but her expense account, owing 
to the greater length of her voyage, is just as 
formidabie. The cost of running her from her 
dock in the Teutonic town of Hoboken to her 
deck in the town of Hamburg, no less Teu- 
tonic, perhaps, is about the same as the 
cost of running the Oity of Paris from New 
York to Liverpool. 

When the Normannia starts on an eastward 
voyage she carries nearly 3,000 tens of cal in 
her protected bunkers. Some of this is Amer- 
ican and some foreign seft coal and it costs 
about $3.50 a ton, The sooty stokers dally 
shovel into her roaring red furraaces between 
250 and 300 tons. The expenditure ef coal runs 
just short of $1,000 a day, or nearly $8,000 for 
the voyage. The cost ot the gallons and gal- 
lons of oil used te keep her pondereus triple - 
expansien engines, her dynamos, her aumer- 
eus smaller engines, her pumps and so on, 
running smeothiy, combined with, the coal 
bill, is quite $8,500. 

The salaries of the big ship’s company are 
not an unimportant facter in the expense ac- 
count. — the 300 persons who look after 
the working of the racer and the comfort of 
her passengers are, besides cool- headed Capt. 
Hebich, eight officers, one surgeon, twenty- 
five engineers and machinists, two pursers, 
five boatswains, twenty-eight seamen, 114 
firemen, sixty-five waiters and waitresses, 
twenty-two cooks, bakers and assistants, two 
carpenters, one barber and fourteen skilled 
musicians. The total wages of these for a 
trip ef eight days is about $2,000, not counting 
perguisites. 

Capt. Hebich receives the highest salary. 
It varies between $3,000 and $4,000 a year, and 
depends somewhat on the earnings ot the 
ship, of which he receives a small percentage. 
This is the way the skippers of all the colossal 
racing craft are paid, aad it is not likely that 
any ofthem are going to cease racing, or to be 
censured for it, asleng as a fast trip means 
money in their pockets and in the ceffers of 
their company. Every heur the Captain of 
the City of New York saves means a saving in 
@oal alone of $50. 

Next im importance to the captain of dn 
ocean speeder is the chief engineer. He is 
not as frequently visible to the cabin passen- 
gers as his gold-laced superior officer, and 
nebody makes much fuss over him, but he is, 
in the opinion of his empleyers, a very big 
man indeed. He is the man who makes the 
great ship git up and git.“ He submits 
daily reports of how things are going on 
down below to the captain. He tells how 
many tons of coal he is using, how much m- 
dicated horse power he obtains, and the num- 
ber of revolutions the ship’s propeliers 
make a minute. If he doesn’t get as much 
speed out of the clanking twin giants as the 
Captain thinks he ought to, the Oaptain pats 
him on the back and tells him to whoop her 
up like a good fellow. Itis essential te the 
Captain’s interest that he should be friendly 
with the boss of the mighty machines. For 
his great work the chief engineer receives 
$160 a month and his board, which is equal te 
that of the cabin passengers. The chief of- 
ficer receives $80 a menth, which is more than 
the captains of many steamships of the seo- 
ond class get. 

The food and drink consumed b 338 
gers and crew during a recent trip of the Nor- 
mannia cost about $16,000. This is the complete 
list of the things that were necessary te make 
life aboard the luxurious floating hotel some- 
thing like a dream. Two thousand five hun- 
dred bottles ef red wine, 2,000 be 8 fof 
Rhine wine, 2,000 bottles of jchampagne, 1,200 
bottles of cordials, 15,000 betties of beer, 80 
kegs of beer, 400 bottles of ale and porter, 
2,500 bottles of mineral water, 87,000 gallons 
of drinking water, 70,000 pounds of 
potatoes, 15,000 pounds of beans, 
and 80 on, 2,500 cans ot 
1,500 pounds of jellies, tarts 
biscuits, 46 baskets of vegetables, 7,000 
pounds of butter, 1,200 pounds cheese, 10,000 
eggs, 3,500 pounds of sugar, 1,500 pounds of 
coffee, 1,000 pounds of tea, 280 pounds of 
chocolate, 150 gallons of milk, 10, apples, 
1,200 oranges, 1,000 lemons, 400 glasses of 
preserved fruits, 120 barrels of flour, 6 gal- 
longs; of ice cream, 17,000 
beef, 
pounds 
and bolognas, 1,000 poun 
of bacon, 600 pounds of pork, unds of 
game, 500 pounds of canned meat, pounds 
of lamb, 80 barrels of preserved meat, 20 bar- 
rels ot salt pork, 16,000 pounds of fish, 460 
chickens, 180 ducks, 60 turkeys, 60 partridges, 
and 50 geese. 

From the foregoing facts and figures it may 
be said that one trip ofthe Normania costs the 
Hamburg- American line not less than $25,000, 
To offset this expenditure, which does not in- 
clude the cost of insurance, the Normannia 
must carry many passengers and some 
freight. The number of her passengers va- 
ries, of course, according to the season. She 
carries in midsummer sometimes nearly 
five hundred first and second cabin and about 
three hundred steerage voyagers. The aver- 
age price of a first cabin is about one 
hundred and ten dollars, and that of a second 
cabin abeut sixty dollars. The average price 
of steerage accemmod ms is $22. The re- 
ceipts from all classes of passengers on a 
goed midsummer trip are over $50,000. Us- 
ually the Normannia carries 800 tons of freight 
which, at the transportation rate ef about ten 
dollars a tog, amounts to $8,000. The cost of 
loading and unloading the freight is borne b 

‘ the dull season the b 
twin-sorew ships do not make much, butt 
receipts throughout the year are large eneugh 
to warrant the declaration that they are great 
successes financially and that they dre the 
passenger ships ef the future.

GOT THE COLD SHOULDER 


A COMMITTER OF CENTRAL STRIKERS IN- 
TERVIEW CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW. 


The New York Central President Informs 
Them That the Strike is Virtually Over 
and That Their Places Have Been Filled 
—The Chicage Coopers—Master Car and 
Locemotive Painters. 


New Tonk, Sept. 11.—A committee of five of 
the iex-employes of the New York Central 
road who went out on strike, called on 
} Chauncey M. Depew in his office at the Grand 
Central Depot at 11 o’clock to-day. They 

re headed by Thomas Balisney, an old 
freight conductor, and Mr. Gaffney, another 
striker, acted as spokesman. The following 
conversation between Mr. Depew and Mr. 
Gaffasy iollowed: 

Mr. Gaflney: We have come to talk over 
the strike on the New York Central road. 

„Mr. Depew: ‘‘I’m afraid there is nothing 
to talk about. The strike is virtually over 
now. 

Mr. Gaffney: ‘‘The strike is not over, be- 
cause all the men on the road who are mem- 
bers of labor organizations have quit work 
and are now out. 

MR. DEPEW: 

Mr. Depew: They have chosen to resign their 
positions. Mr. Webb, who was managing the 
road in my absence, took new men in their 
places when tney quit work. His action has 
been sustained by the Executive Board of 


Management of the road. The places of 
those men have now been filled and that’s the 
end of it.’’ 

Mr. Gaffney then asked Mr. Depew to wait 
until the committee had discussed the matter 
and said they would return and make their 


propositions to him. 

Mr. Depew replied: ‘‘There is no use in 
making false promises to you. There is 
nothing more to be done. do not care to 
talk over back numbers. You have chosen to 
resign your piaces, Mr. Webb has filled them 
and I have nothing more to say.’’ 

The committee then left the office. 


The Strikers’ Bulle tis. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 11.—The strikers is- 
sued a bulletin last night which, among other 
things, contained information that their 
claims that new hands employed by the Cen- 
tralroad would leave when the pay car ar- 
rived had been verified. The men were paid 
off yesterday and the bulletin, continuing, 
says: ‘ 

**To-night three northbound and three 
southbound freight trains are laid up in the 
East Albany yards, their crews having de- 
serted them and the yard there is completely 
blocked.

“ NOVELS DON’T Pax. 


Kr . Financial Experience ef the Writers ef Two 


Successful Novels. 


Two friends of mine spent each of them the 
best part of the year 1888 in writing and revis- 
ing anovel apiece, says Edward W. Box, in 
the Ladies’ Home Journal. Both stories were 
published by leading houses during the early 
part of 1889. They were well advertised, skill - 
fully handied, and both novels are, according 
tothe popular acceptance of the term, suc- 


cessful; that is,they have been widely written 
about, paragraphed in the press from one end 
of the country to another; English editions 
have been printed of each, and to every liter- 
ary person the names ot both novels and 
autbors are thoroughly familiar. 

Now what nave the authors received in hard 
cash for their year’s work? I will tell you 
exactly: Of one, 1,700 copies were seld; no 
royalty was paid on the first thousand to 
cover manufacture, te., and upon the re- 
maining 700 cepies the author received the 
regular 10 per cent royalty. The boek sold 
for $1. The net * to the author was, 
therefere, $70. His typewriter’s bill was 
$61.50. Net profit, $6.50, and the book has 
stopped selling. 

The other author was a trifle more fortunate 
in that his novel reached a sale of 2, 000, all but 
five copies. Like the first, he received a 10 
percent royalty only — ‘the first thousand 
copies. bps mya he — ＋ so many 
copies of his books for his Pas on that, when 
his 328 statement came, it showed a 
credit in his favor of just $39.50. Had he 72 
written his manuuscript, the noyel would 
have thrown bim in debt. And these are but 
two of a score of instances within my knowl- 
edge that I could cite.

GRASSES AND FERN®. 


Hew te Preserve Summer Treasures Against 
Winter Weather. 


Anybody who is lucky enough to summer in 
the country, er even to go there for a littie 
space, with a very little trouble may lay up 
treasures against winter weather. Nearly 
everybody has plucked handfuls of grain and 
marsh and meadew grasses, but very few 
know that the beauty of their winter bouquets 
depends largely upon when they are gath- 


ered and hew they are cured, says a writer 
in the New York 7 a hoose a 
bright day—the warmer the better. Puli 
stalks of all sizes, taking those tuat have the 
grains still in the milk. ave stems of gen- 
erous length and be careful net to get your 
hands too full. The temptation of abundance 
is one to de strongly guarded against. Put 
the stalks loosely in a wide-mouthed jar, let- 
ting them hang ever in araceful curves. If 

ou wish to keep them green set the jar in a 

ark, airy place and leave it undisturbed for 
a week. To make them bright golden yellow 
let them wilt for twelve hours, then set them 
where they will get the full sun- blaze and the 
dew. If yeu want wreaths and gariands of 
them braid the flextile stems together, taking 
care to cheose the featheriest sorts, and haag 
ng inside the glass of a south window to 


“When you go after ferns to mix with them, 
take a boek made by folding newspapers in 
four and tacked and cut. Have a leose cover 
af stout carddeard with tapes for ty ing at the 
outer edge. Choose only the most graceful 
stalks and get as much variety as possibie. 
As they are gathered pinthem flat ainst a 
leaf of yeur book. Do not lap one fers on 
another and let twothicknesses of paper come 
betwixt each layer of leaves. When the book 
is full take it out ofthe cover and let it 1 
under weight. If you Rave no time for that 
lay thick paper over each fern-filled leaf — 
dress dry with very hot irons. Thus treated 
they keep celer wonderfully. A wreath of 
them, halt on, halfeff, a mirror whose frame 
you have enameled, silvered or — 12 Sarge 
a thing of beauty out of somet ing that was 
common piace.

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THE DEMAND FOR A REHEARING BY THE 
INTERSTATE COMMISSION WITEDRAWN. 


Commissioner W. d. Veasey Gives His Views 
on the Subject—The Chicago Lines Quar- 
rel and the Appeal te the Commissioners 
Ia Abandoned—The New Rates to Go Into 


HE probabilities are 
that the Chicago rall - 
roads will take no 
steps to antagonize 
the Interstate Railroad 
Commission in regard 
to the reduced rates 
on grain that have 
been established. W. 
G. Veasey of the Inter- 
state Railroad Com- 
mission, who is in the 
city, saidto a representative of the Post- 
DISPATCH: ‘ 

„When the rate was first ordered there was 
strong opposition to it from several Ohicago 
roads, the claim being made that the rates 
established were unfair to Chicago and un- 
duly favored St. Louis. Of course, we did not 
believe this, as we should not have made the 
rate if we had been of the opinion that it 
was unfair. In view of the objections 
raised we decided to grant a rehearing, and 
postponed the operation of the order to Sept. 
15, when the commigsion was to assemble in 
Chicago, at which time a rehearing would be 
granted. From telegrams received last night 
I am inclined to believe that no such meeting 
will be held, as the objecting roads have with- 
drawn their complaints. This information is 
not official, but I believe it to be reliable, and 
think that the reduced rates will be put into 
effect at once. The commission will unques- 
tionably be asked to reconsider their deter- 


mination, but until they do the new rates will 
go into effect.’’ 
‘ RAILROADS CEASE OPPOSITION. 

The meeting of the Western Freight Associ- 
ation at Chicago yesterday took action regard - 
ing the notice ofthe Reck Island and Alten 
roads to reduce rates on grain from Missouri 
River points to the Mississippi River and Chi- 
cago in conformity with the order of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. The propos, 
tion of these reads was that the rate on corn 
be made 17 cents per 100 pounds and on wheat 
19 cents, Missouri River points te Chicago, 
and 12 cents on corn and 14 cents on 
wheat, Missouri River points to St. Louis 
and Mississippi River points. These 
rates are the same as the rates ordered by the 
Interstate Commission, except that the rate 
on wheat to Chicago is reduced to 19 cents in- 
stead of 20 cents. This i-cent additional re- 
duction is made necessary on account of the 

ueer manner in which the commission fixed 
the differentials te St. Leuls and Missouri 
River points. The commission gave St. Louis 
a6-cent differential on wheat, while the dif- 
ferential all along had been Scents. With a 
6-cent differential St. Louis would enjoy an 
advantage ofl cent per 100 pounds over Chi- 
cago, and im order to equalize the through 
rates both via Chicago and St. Louis, the 
above roads proposed to make the wheat 
differential 6 cents instead of 6 cents, or, in 
other words, make the Chicago rate 1 cent leas 
than ordered by the commission. 

A HEATED CONTROVERSY. 

The subject cau quite an animated dis- 
cussion. The Burlington contended that in 
view of the fact that the Interstate Commis- 
sion was now considering the advisability of 
a rehearing of the matter, it would be unwise 
to adopt the proposed rates unt iI it was posi- 
tively known whetber a rehearing would be 
pees by the commission or not. The Atch- 

on, Topeka & Santa Fe alse took strong 
fet inst the adoption of the new rates. 

he Rock Island and Alton officials said they 
proposed to put the new rates into effect 
whether a rehearing was granted or not. 
They thought they would stand a better show 
with the commission to have the objection- 
able features of the order (those regarding 
differentials to St. Louis, through rates from 

oints weet of Minnesota and application of 
rom Sioux Oity) removed if they complied 
promptly with the order of the commission. 

A vote upon the proposition to adopt the re- 
duced rates resulted in its rejection, all the 
roads voting inst ite adoption except the 
Alton, Rock Island, Chicago, St. Faul & Kansas 
City and the Wabash. The Alton and Rook 
Island there upon promptly filed notice, as re- 
quired under the rules of the association, that 
ten days from date they would put the reduced 
rates in effect, notwithstanding the action of 
the association. 

THE REQUEST WITHDRAWN. 

Discussion then arose as to the advisability 
of withdrawing the request for a rehearing of 
the questions, as in view of the fact that the 
new rates would be put in effect before a re- 
hearing can be had it would be useless to make 
further efforte to induce the commission to 
change the rates. The opinion was expressed 
thatit would be better simply to ask the 
commission to revise the objectionable feat- 
ures of the order, and it was thought the cem- 
mission would rectify promptly the errors 
into which it had fallen as regards differen- 
tials and application of through rates. It 
was resolved finally that the managers 
should meet thle morning and decide what 
further action should be taken.

Illinois Farmers Who Were In a Hurry for 
the Usual Fall Advance in Wholesale 
Prices—Hew the Dairy Companies Re- 
ceived Their Demand—An Organization 
Which Failed te Hold.

milk retailing atthe price. There are three 
large concerns which import milk from the 
surrounding country—the St. Louls, the IIIi- 
nois and the Bowman Dairy 
Cos.—each which handles coun- 
try milk exclusively. The price 
paid the farmers is on an agreed scale accord- 
ing to wifich the rate in September is 11 cents 
and in October 15 cents a gailon. The com- 
panies find it costs about 18 cents a gallon to 
retail milk in St. Louis, owing to the very 


of 


large area that the delivery wagons have to 


cover and the comparatively small amounts 
sold at each house. Another drawback to tue 
retailer is the increasing number of cows 
kept by private families. The 6t. Louls 
Dairy Co., which supplies one fam 
ily out of about every 235 in the city 
compels its drivers to report the cause of all 


loss of custom, and a reason which keéps 
getting more frequent, is that.the family has 
urchased acow. Of course few families are 
arge enough to consume the entire milk 
yield of even an ordinary caw, let alone a 
neat well-bred Jersey, and hence neighbors 
or relatives are supplied, and every cow- 
keeper omes a dalryman on A 
miniature scale, large enough, how - 
ever, to make serious inroads on 
a delivery route. In addition to this there 
are very many small, as well as quite a num- 
ber or large dairymen, and henee it takes a 
hustier to build up and retain a good route. 
WHEN PROFITS ARE REALIZED. 

All these facts are quoted by the firms re- 
ceiving milk as proof that they can make no 
money out of milk when they pay as high as 
15 cents for it. During the winter months 
they don’t expect to make money, 
and, although the statement thas 
they lose money all through the winter may 
need to be received cum grane, yet it is ad- 
mitted they do well it they come out even «a 
fraction ahead. In the summer time however 
they reap a substantial harvest even when they 
have an ice combine to hinder them, and dur- 
ing the early fall when the milk is éexception- 
ally rich and when the consumption of ide is 
1 toa minimum, there is a very large 
profit indeed to be realized. e | are 
aware of this fact and this summer they 
have chafed under the knowledge that while 
they were just ing their way, their city 
customers were deriving a good profit from 
the resale of their milk. The Illinois farmers 
went from complaining to organizing and 
finally got together a combine whieh they be- 
lieved would bold together.

A CAPTIVE-FOR YEARS, 


JAMES BECK’S STORY OF HIS EXPERIENCE 
WITH THE Sioux. 


An Interesting Narrative Told atthe Union 
Depot This Morning—A Westerner Who 
Was Taken By Indians Fifteen Years Ago 
and Has Jast Secured His Liberty. 


A typical Western pioneer arrived at the 
Union Depot this morning and spent an hour 
there, waiting for the train which was to take 
him Kast to pullout. He wandered about the 


sheds in a strange sort of fashion, looking 


curiously at everything, foreverything there 
was strange to him, and even buildings of 
stone and brick were upfamiliar. He 
asked a Post-DIsPATOH man if there 
were many  frallroads in the country 
like the one he came in on and that question 
led to a conversation in which the oid man 
told a strange story of bis suffering and cap- 
tivity. He wasa dilapidated specimen, yet 
he did not look like a tramp. What at first 
appeared to be an evenly distributed layer of 
dirt on his face turned out to be a deep sun- 
burn, the result of years of exposure.

HERE is one feature of 


turf crookedness that 
always makes the writer 
excessively tired, says 
the New York Tribune 
turf man. When an 
owner is suspected ef 
‘*stiffening’’ his horse, 
and the wise men in the 
judges’ stands, North, 
East, South and West, 
call him up for the al- 
leged purpose of ruling 
him off, it is his custom 


to produce forthwith a 


handful of tickets to 

prove that he had 

backed the brute. Stuff 

and nonsense! What 

are our judges made of, 

that they cannotsee through this pasteboara 
trick? — 

„Bill,“ whispers Onajob, she owner of 
Hard Times, to hie faithful ally, Stiffpacker, 
**write me out half a dozen tiekets on the old 
plug. The judges may get onto us to-day and 
we'd better have em handy. 

Other allies do as Stiffbacker does,and when 
Hard Times canters inafurlong behind the 
winner, whom he defeated the preceeding 
Gay, Onajob arserts his honesty and actually 
proves it by putting inthe valueless tickets 
as evidence. The trick was never known to 
fail. It is time for it to do so. 

Now, when all this is common knoweldgejto 
any one who has any experience in race 
riding, and to hundreds of others who uader- 
stand horsefiesh without actually sporting 
silk, it can be understood what difficulty pre- 
sents itself when a critic is called upon spe- 
cifically to prove as a fact that a given jockey 
in a given race deliberately rode to lose. 
The suspicions of judges are often aroused, 
Dutin the abseence ot positive, convincing 
Proof of fraud they sit silently by 
and permit jockeys te do their pleasure. 
To the casual eye, which takes in the field 


generally asthe horses eweep by, there is 
mothing particular to attract attention. Even 
if the eye singles out this or that jockey for 
sole inspection, there may be no good direct 
view of him; and even if seen close and di- 
rectly, the ‘‘kidding’’ will be more suspected 
than capable of being positively sworn to. In 
euch a case the evidence of any one credible 
and expert witness, who has happened to be 
on the watch for symptoms, is worth tbat 
of a mob of casual lookers-on who observed 
nothing suspicious while gazine generally at 
the performers in the race. 

It is not one nor two pieces of unsatisfactory 
riding that by themselves can destroy a 
jockey’s reputation. Horses can and do run 
in and out in the most honest hands. Ne man 
mor animal can always be at concert pitch. 
Health, distance, weather and shapes of 
courses all tend to alter form from week to 
week. There are thousands of race goers 
who as a matter of course cry ‘‘foul play’’ 
whenever they lose their money upon an un- 
expected resuit and when the accusation bas 
no foundation. What causes evil repu- 
tation in a jockey is a matter of 
time, of concatenations of circumstances, 
of coincidences between the barometer of the 
betting ring and the subsequent results of his 
riding. Rumor is a pretty good barometer as 
to jockeys’ morais; it is not infallibie. of 
course. but shows the direction of the wind of 
credit and good fame. McLaughiin was above 
suspicion—always. Once some gossip-mopnger 
hinted that, acting under instructions from 
the Chicago Stable, he was not going to do his 
best on Terra Cotta forthe Suburban, and 
McLaughlin, enraged at hearing the scandal, 
almost rode the big chestnut’s head off in the 
race. ‘ 


Dave Pulsifer’s Idea, 


From the New York Tribune. 

Some idea of the remarkable views enter- 
tained by certain turfmen of their duties and 
responsibilities toward the racing public may 
be gathered from the follewing observations 
made by David T. Pulsifer in conversation 
with a Tribune reporter some time ago: 

„„ wish it to be distinctly understood, 
gaid Mr. Pulsifer, that I run my horses hon- 
estly, but 1 run them to suit my own 
pocket and not the pockets of the 
public. The public expect too much 
of an owner. They think he is to bear 
all the expense, worry and general hard labor 
involved in preparing a horse for his engage- 
ments, and then be content to accept any 
odds the guileless, unselfish, unsuspecting 
multitude may cbheose to leave him after it has 
Grained the market. If the horse wins, they 
don’t even thank the owner for running it, 
and if it were suggested that they should in 
eemmon decency allow the owner a commis- 
gion on their winnings, I believe they would 
Tall dead withthe shock. No; the generous, 
large-hearted public are liberal—in their 
curses, the horse loses. When a 
horse beaten at a short price, 
and afterward wins at 10 or 12 or 
to 1, the public how) and acvuse the owner of 
selfishness in keeping the good thing to bim- 
Sometimes the owner's friends ask him 
for atip and getit. If the tip goes down the 
*friends’ feel like lynching owner, trainer 
and jockey. If it comes off they carefully 
avoid the owner for fear that he might expect 
A drink. It is really amusing to hear the pub- 
lic talk of selfishness, when, after receiving 
Girect and honest information from head- 

uarters about a horse, they will push the 
owner out of his place at the bookmaker’s 
etand in order to be ahead of him in the bet- 
ting. Inone of Tenny’s successful races last 
Fear I was treated in this way by a man 
who had been just told by me 
that Tenny could win. While I was in the 
crowd around the bookmaker this man ran 
up, deliberately pushed me aside, and put 

on Tenny before I could catch the layer’s 
eye. There was at least twenty other stands 
to which he could have gone, but, as a matter 
of cousrsee, he preferred to balk the man who 
had put money in his pocket. Millionaires 
and others can afford to run their horses on 
beneficent principles and call themselves 
sportsmen. I am not a sportsman but a 
appr and would sooner get 10 to 1 than 
2 to 1 against my horses.

DIED IN AN ASYLUM, 


The Sad End ef August Saurete, a Well- 
Known Musician. 


New YORE, Sept. 11.—August Saurete, at 
one time a well-known musician in this 
country, died in the insane asylum on Ward’s 
Island, Sunday. The body was sent to the 
morgue and was on the point of being sent to 
Potters’ field, when it was rescued by some of 
the dead musieian’s friends and was buried 
on Tuesday in Calvary. News of his death 


was sent to John C. Freund by Mrs. Russell, 
who has charge of the uptown branch of the 
Charity Organization Society through 
which Saurete was sent to the 
hospital in December., 188. The society 
has since kept an e on the crazy 
musician’s four children. Mr. Freund, Fred 
erick Luere, L. M. Ruben, Charles F. Trebar, 
Gustave Amberg, Maj. Pond and others sub- 
scribed the necessary money for Saurete’s 
burial. Mr. Leure,to be certain that the coffin 
centained the body of his friend, ordered that 
the lid be removed. This was done, and he 
was shocked to see that the face was bruised 
and swollen and the skin on one of the hands 
was broken. The records of the asylum show 
that his complaint was general paresis. The 
disease was considerably advanced when he 
was received, and it continued stead- 
ily to grew after the manner of 
the malady. It wassaidat the asylum yes- 
terday that Saurete was mild until recently 
when he was seized with convulsions, the last 
stage of the disease. It was necessary then 
to watch him ceaselessly in order to prevent 
bim from injuring himself. During his strug- 
gies he struck his hand against the side of the 
cot and bruised it. This, itis said, was the 
only mark on the body when it left the asylum 
on the way tothe Morgue. Saurete was born 
near Paris 41 years ago. He received his 
musical education there and soon became well 
known as a pianist. Nearly twenty years ago 
he came to this country and at once ame a 
favorite. He traveled with the Camilla Urso 
Concert Co. through the United States, New 
Zealand and South America. About three 
years ago Saurete dropped out of sight and 
was forgotten by his former friends until the 
news of his death reached them. He is said 
to have been a man of slight will power, as be 
was apt to meet evil company asf{good, he fell 
into excesses. He did not drink much, but 
what be did drink did him much harm. He 
was also a slave to the cigarette habit. He 
was married several years ago and leaves a 
widow and four children. His widow is a 
nurse in the Chtid’s Hospital and . at 
New Brighton, 8. I. Saurete’s brother, 1 
is a Violinist, who is at present in Berlin.

Seals. The trade in seals as carried on by 
English merchaats ie very large. Statistics 
show that since January last over two thou- 
sand six hundred of the costly sea otter found 
purchasers among the connoisseurs who 
yearly visit London from St. Petersburg, 
Leipsic, Vienna, New York and other great 
cities. The very finest skins which are sold at 
Nishni-Novgerod, St. Paul’s, Minneapolis, 
Leipsic and other fur fairs, are sent to Lon- 
don tobe dressed and dyed. English skin 
dressers and dyers are so renowned for their 
ak ill that practically London monopolizes the 
fur-selling trade of the world. 

What ts a sealskin? The natural reply would 
be, ‘‘the skin of a seal.’’ But in matters of 
fashion that which is natural is generally at a 
discount, and sealskias are no exceptions to 
this rule. As the diamond must be pelished,so 
must, the sealskin be dyed and dressed before 
it. is coveted by Gur modern belies. Sea) has 
the widest reputation of any fur worn, but it 
is the least understood and the most difficult 
to select. An impression prevails among 
American. women that India or ‘‘camel’s 
hair’’ bhawis and sealekin jackets are both 
almost indestructible, and will stand any 
amount of careless usage. Nothing could be 


further frem thetruth. Each of these costly 
wrappings sponid be treated tenderly. Of the 
two the sealgkin is by far tiie less durable. 

In buying an expensive seal garment we 
often hear the purchaser say: Weil, it is 
dear but it will last my lifetime, and go to my 
daughter after me.’’ 

Sometimes the merchant will eorroborate 
this statement, but not if he is an honest 
merchant, and one who knows the real qual- 
ities of the fur he ie selling. On

the fur lasts a lifetime—the lifetime of a seal, 
often unduly shortened by the seal killer. 
But when dyed, dressed, cut into a modern 
shape, worn in all weathers, however rough, 
and thrown about here and there by its 
owner when not in wear, seaiskins soon lose 
their original and unique beauty. 

The very choice skins last, of course, better 
than the inferior kinds. Some will stand for 
ten, fifteen or even twenty years, and then 
have good portions left which may be made 
into smaller articles. But however rich the 
fur the leather must be sound for service. 
With seals, as with every other fur, it is best 
te select garments made from solid skins as 
there always have a value, while articies 
made from pieees, however skilifully joined, 
are generally worthiess after a short time. 

riece 1 are made from small cugtings 
of inferior and damaged skins, cleverly put 
together, but as they centainso many differ- 
ent skins cannot wear tape & and are seldom 
worth repairing. Better to buy lower qual 
ties in solid skins than rich looking furs made 
from pieces. 

Although moths keep away frem sealskin— 
some experts say because it is the fur of a sea 
animal, others that the dye repels these de- 
atructive insects—it is nevertheless unwise to 
keep a sealskin in a warm place when not in 
use. A hot atmosphere renders all furs harsh 
and shabby, and entirely destroys the smooth 
seftness they present when kept in a cool 
room. Experienced dealers by simply touch- 
ing a fur can at once say whether it has been 
kept in a cold or warm atmosphere. 

Be careful net to wet sealskin, but if it 
should become so aceidentally, rub it softly 
down withasilk handkerchief, and se § ata 
distance fromthe fire. Redying of seal by a 
skillful farrier is generally successful and

Grease spots can be removed from seal with 
the old-fashioned biotting paper and warm 
iron; and stains of sugar often disappear on 
the application of a weak solution of spirits of 
wine. 

The admiration for saleskins has given rise 
toa number of imitations, priscipai among 
which isthe musquash seal, the fur of the 
rodeat muskrat, whose cheapness is gener- 
ally im ite favor. Asealskin muffbag will sell 
in Lendon for $10, whilea similar article ip 
‘*musq’’ can be bought for $4. ‘‘Seal plush’’ 
is a production of the loom, and has no affin- 
ity whatever with the fur, except in color. 

Sabie! Tis a name te conjure with, among 
lovers of fine turs. The small carniverous 
weasel upon whose back the princely sable 
grows has undoubtedly no conception of the 
money Value attached to his warm and alky 
coat. Still he probably finds it useful while 
he is allowed to retain it. There are three 
varieties of sables, the Russian, the American 
and the Kelinsky. A narrow pelerine, with 
ends, in the Russian sable sells fer $65 or $70 
in Lendon; the American sable is worth halt 
that price, and the Kelinsky halt that again. 
A sind qua non in a sable is tne darkness of 
ite color. Like those rich gems, the sapphire 
and the emerald, which cannet be teo 
dark in hue, so it is with the sable. 
Pale skims are darkened artificially 
but stand no comparison with the rsatural 
dark skins; while ‘‘imitation sable’’ finds no 
favor im the a. ot any one who knows the 
sable at all. Sable can be applied to more ar- 


| tieles of dress thar any other natural fur, and 


has been highly admired on the court rebes of 
the Duchess of Ediaburg, who wears a superb 
flounce ef gable upon gowns of light-colered 
satin, slik or velvet. A unique peculiarity of 
gable among all the furs is that itmay be 
stroked without ruffling the hairs, either up or

„Alaska sable is the euphemistic appelation 
sometimes bestowed on skunk. This crea- 
ture has been fer so long, and 80 persistently 
continues to de, in bad odor, that it seems 
hard to believe that his fur is next to sable, 
the finest dark natural fur kKnewn to the 
hunter or to the Londen fur market.

ussian foxes yield a beautifully seft and 
rich-colored fur. The black fox Is handsome, 
but wears indifferentiy. The bine fox is al- 
most kept out of the market, even in London, 
by reason of its enermous price. White foxes, 
dyed te imitate it, are much used and fre- 
quently sold as natural color. Marten tails, 
or zibelline as they are Called in Paris, form a 
eostiy and handsome trimming for cioaxs of 
other fur, of velvet or of cloth. 

Silver grey squirrel is admired for linings of 
grown people’s cleaks and for children’s 
pelerines and dolman trimmings. The color 
should be clear grey and net have any red 
tints. Grey and white squirrel are chosen 
for their light weight and inexpensiveness. 

Raccoon is pressed into service for rugs and 
traveling coats. 

Astrakan, gray and black, is the skin of the 
Persian lamb. This tightiy curled fur was 
Drought into fashion inthe capitais of clvill- 
zation in the early days of the second empire. 
At that time the report ram that the pregnant 
ewe kad to be killed in erder that the lamb- 
skin should be soft and fine beyond compare; 
but this was probably a device toraise the 
price of the merchandise. A woolen material 
imitates, but not very effectively, the astra- 
kan skin. 

Furs are among the most beautiful, as they 
are among the most costly articles of ap- 
parel. In every great capital so woman in 
good circumstances considers her winter 
clothing as complete unless she can don her 
Furs. The seaiskin eoat fer feminine wear 
has grown from the short jacket just passing 
the waist line to a complete dress, reaching 
from neck te skirt-hem.

range in price from $200 to $1,500. 

Men in London, Faris, New Yerk and Vienna 
were never known to wear as much fur as 
now. 

Fur-lined paletots are considered indispen- 
sable in the outfit of all well-dressed men. 
These range in price from $60 to $150. The 
Duke of Portland drives in a cloth overcoat 
lined with fur, with deep collar and cuffs of 
sable, which experts pronounce oniy parellel- 
in value by one worm by the Czar of Russia. 
Astrakarm lined overcoats are very popular 
with the jeunesse doree of Lenden and Faris. 

The household also wants ite furs. Hearth 
rugs, perambulator rugs, fancy mats and car- 
riage rugs are seen every well furnished

Furs should be selected with care, even with 
caution. Dyed fur is a poor investment. It 
is better to have the real skin from whatever 
animal it may come. It will last much longer, 
and preserves its smoothness and giossiness 
to the last. Dyed furs may be at once de- 
tected by the fact that they are the same color 
througheut, whereas furs have ofteh a 

rinkling of gray hairs in them, and are 
always much ligater in color at the roots than 
at the tips of the fur. These remarks do not 
apply to sealskin, which is always, and 
should be dyed, as the undressed fur is far 
from handsome. 

Having secured the fur, the next thing to be 
done isto keep it from harm. Some luxuri- 
ous houses in the American large cities have 
a closet built entirely of cedar wood, in which 
it is only mecessary to hang furs to preserve 
them from their ubiquiteus enemy, the moth. 
Those ladies who cannot boast of this con- 
venience may make silken bags, and fill them 
with the following mixture of aromatic shrubs 
and fowers: Lavender, thyme, roses, cedar 
shavings, powdered sassafras, casaia and 
lignes, with a few drops of attar of roses 
throw upon the whole. These sachets, in- 
terspersed among drawers and sheives, dis- 
seminate an odor delicious to human nostrils, 
but send the moth off fying upon his devas.
